The drawings are objected to because the section arrows in Fig. 4 are 
facing the wrong way. They should be facing toward the lower right, toward the 
cut section.

• The abbreviation CPA should be replaced with the full words in the title. 

• In paragraphs 13 and 23, "A- A" should be changed to -5-5-. 

• On line 8 of paragraph 16, it appears that "points" should be -point-. 

• Contrary to the last sentence in paragraph 17, the CPA cannot be 
operated from the cover. 

Appropriate corrections are required. 



3. Claims 8 and 13 are objected to because they appear to be missing text 
and their intended meaning cannot be determined. Appropriate corrections are 
required. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. Pederson, et al. comprises a CPA with a latch beam 
attached at both ends. Greiner comprises a CPA in a channel of the cover. 

5. Claims 1-7, 9-12 and 14-20 are allowed. 

The prior art fails to show or teach a connector comprising a CPA in a channel 
of a cover and a ridge on an interior surface of the cover (claim 1), a connector 
having a CPA slidably received in a cover channel and having a latch beam 
with both ends joined to its platform (claim 10), or a connector comprising a 
cover having a ridge on an interior surface and a CPA with an alignment slot 
for receiving a guide bar of the housing as (claim 17).
